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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant has amended the claim to specify the dispensing head dispenses liquid in a first direction and while 
it moves in a second perpendicular direction. The pre-amended claim did not require the dispensing of the liquid in a specific direction 
as related to the movement of the dispensing head. Furthermore, it appears as if applicant is relying on the functional operation of the 
elements of the inevention as being structural limiting. For example tine claim recites " a dispensing head comprising a plurality of 
chnmbers and associated pistons for withdrawing a measured amount of a liquid from a source and expelling another mesured amount of 
the liquid in a first direction from said plurality of chambers and into the wells of a plate" if applicant intends for the function or intended use 
of the dispensing head which is given in the text following the term "for" to be considred structurally limiting, the claim should be written In 
means plus function language.
